ARE DEMORALIZED 
AS SILVER BREAKS 


United States With- 
draws Support as Sales 


Orders Pile Up in Lon- 


don; Prices Decline. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10—(4’—W orld 
silver markets were demoralized to- 
day, with offers flooding the market 
and no buyers, as the United States 
treasury apparently refused to bid for 
metal in the face of far eastern sell- 
ing orders reported to total 20,000,000 
ounces in London alone. 

That historic market, for the first 
time so far as brokers could recall, 
failed altogether to post a price for 
the white metal, while in the Montreal 
futures market most deliveries were off 
around the full 5 cents an ounce per- 
missable under trading rules. Decem- 
ber delivery, not subject to the limit, 
lost 7.8 cents. 

The New York commercial quota- 
tion for imported bar silver, after sev- 
eral hours delay, was finally fixed by 
Handy & Harman at 63 3-4 cents an 
ounce, off 1 cent from Monday. 

Silver circles said the impasse at 
London, with repercussions in other 


centers, including a break in metal 
shares on tne New York Stock Ex- 
change, appeared to be the result of 
the recently adopted silver nationaliza- 
tion policy of the Nankiug and Hong 
Kong governments in China. 

Reason for Sales. 

Their attempts to acquire foreign 
exchange for linking their currencies 
to the pound sterling were saic to un- 
derlie the heavy silver offerings to- 
day. 

The treasury, it appeared tu Wall 
Street silver experts, had simply with- 
drawn its bid for metal in London

Fifty Projects Costing Ap-| 


proximately $50,000,000 
Given O. K. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(7)— 


Fifty resettlement projects costing ap- | 


proximately $50,000,000 were disclos- 
ed today by Administrator Rexford 
G. Tugwell to have received the ap- 
proval of Comptroller General J. R. 
McCar!l. 

Explaining that the projects will in- 
volve moving farm families from poor | 
to better lands, Tugwell said plans for 
30 more are being forwarded to Mc- 
Carl as fast as they are drafted. 

The administrator estimated each 
one would cost about $1,000,000. They 
will be located in all of the 48 states, 
he said, but announcement of definite 
sites is not expected for a month, or 
until options have been acquired for 
all the necessary land. The adminis- 
tration’s regional offices may issue 
such announcements. 

No families, Tugwell said, will be 
moved across state lines. 

An estimate of the number of fam- 
ilies to be transferred was not imme- 
diately available. 

The projects will be of two kinds; 
agricultural communities and “infil- 
tration” areas. 

To establish the agricultural com- 
munities, Tugwell explained, the ad- 
ministration will buy a block of ad- 
joining farms, perhaps 60 or 80. Fam- 


ilies will be moved onto separate 
farms and each will be under super- 
vision of the administration while the 
“resettlement” is in progress. 

In the infiltration projects, 
farms will not be adjoining and may 
he scattered over several counties 
within a state. 

Poor farm lands from which the. 
families are to be moved will be 
bought by the government and turned 
into forest, park or recreation areas. 


Tugwell said options have been ac- | 


cepted on a considerable amount of | 
the new lands and others are being | 
taken as rapidly as possible. 

In instances where it is found ad- | 
visable, Tugwell said, the adminis- 
tration may construct public buildings | 
for the new communities. Funds are 
to be used to insure each resettled | 
family a comfortable and healthy 
home.

Son of Judge Olvany Tips Reporter 
Of Story, Is Found Critically Shot 


SARANAO LAKE, N. Y., Dec. 10. 
f#)—George Olvahy Jr., the young 
son of a former Tammany Hall polit- 
ical chieftain, tipped a reporter on a 
news story today, then dramatically 
made the story, apparently by shoot- 
ing himself through the head. His con- 
‘dition tonight was critical. 

The tip was contained in a note 
handed to Bruce Clark, a newspaper- 
man friend, early today. 

Young Olvany, son of former Judge 
George W. Olvany Sr., was_ found 
lying unconscious on the grounds of a 
deserted hotel at 3 a. m. today, two 
'bullets had entered his head, one in 
the temple, one through the nose. 
| Lying beside him was his .45-caliber 
| automatic pistol. 

A few hours earlier the young man 
‘had given a farewell party for a small 
| group of friends. Among these was 
| Bruce Clark, a newspaperman, ee 
| was told by Olvany to “‘watch for 
| news story.” Later Olvany Sones ie 
Clark a note with directions to open 
the message at 2 a. m. 

Entering into the spirit of what 
he believed to be a jest, Clark de- 
layed opening the note until that 
hour. 

It read: 

“Dear Bruce: The story I told you 
about broke ew morning—enclosing 


taxi fare so you we..’t be in the hole 
if it isn’t of interest. 

“Get a taxi to take you to the bench 
opposite the Ampersand boat house. 
The story should be near my car. 

“Couldn’t give you the details be- 
forehand, as I was afraid*you might 
get hurt—and I didn’t want any in- 
nocent parties to get the blame. 

“Drop over to my room later. 

“Tally-Ho, 
“George. 

“P, S.: Don’t spare the hosses.”

PEACE PLAN IS SENT

Eden, in a speech to the house of 
commons tonight defending the-modi- 
fied peace scheme for the first time, 
disclosed officially its general outline. 

His speech, at the same time, tend- 
ed to dispel rumors he would resign 
because of opposition to the original 
plan, drafted over the week-end in 
Paris by Laval and Sir Samuel Hoare, 
Britain’s foreign secretary. 


Conservatives Rebel. 

Opposition to this program, as de- 
scribed by newspaper accounts, ex- 
ttended in parliament today even to the 
ranks of conservatives on the ground 
that it “betrayed” the League and 
allowed Premier Mussolini to fix his 
own terms. 

As the peace plan now stands, as 
described by Eden, it provides: 

1, “Exchange of Italo-Ethiopian ter- 
ritory, ‘conveying definite advantages 
to both sides.’ 

2. “League assistance to Ethiopia 
for the purposes of social, economic 
_ administrative developments. 

3. “Special facilities for Italian set- 
tlers and Italian companies in con- 
nection with economic development.” 

Eden refused to disclose details, de- 
claring: 

Unofficial Views. 

“The proposals which had _ been 
agreed to did not necessarily repre- 
sent the views of the French govern- 
ment or of the British government, 
but they represented, in the view ot 
those who met in Paris, proposals 
which might enable the parties to get 
together. We are not seeking to im- 
pose terms on anyone.” 

Eden begged the house not to bind 
him at forthcoming Geneva meetings 
on sanctions “‘to any particular forms 
of procedure.” 

The sharp disapproval which greet- 
ed the first plan today -placed the 
new government of Prime Minister 
Stanley Baldwin in a tight and em- 
barrassing corner. 

A vehement attack was made upon 
the government by the opposition in 
commons and debate produced both 
sarcastic references to Laval and a 
laborite charge that the League and 
the British people had been betrayed 
by the proposals. 


LAVAL TO ASK DELAY 
ON OIL SANCTIONS MEET 

PARIS, Dec. 10. 
sources said tonight that Premier La- 
val, informed from Rome there was 
“every chance that Premier Benito 
Mussolini will agree to negotiate for 
Ethiopian peace, will ask. that discus- 
sion of an oil embargo against Italy 
be postponed at Geneva. 

These persons reported the French 
and British had agreed to ask the 
League of Nations committee of five 
to handle the negotiations. 

The oil embargo discussion now is 
scheduled for Thursday by the 
League’s’ sanctions committee of 
eighteen. It was reported M. Laval 
and Anthony Eden of Great Britain 
would discuss the method of procedure 
with Salvador De Madariaga, head of 
the committee of five which formulat- 
ed previous peace proposals, when the 
three meet tomorrow night en route 
to Geneva. 

A revised Franco-British peace 
plan was dispatched officially tonight 
to Rome and Addis Ababa, capitals 
of the warring nations. But it was 
reported Il Duce had_ received a 
resume of the main points of the orig- 
inal proposal last Sunday, and that 
word of his probable acceptance was 
received shortly thereafter in - Paris. 

Premier Pierre Laval, in announc- 
ing that France and Britain are in 
“nerfect accord” on the test cf the 
plan, said France had agreed to ac- 
cept “minor changes” made by the 
British cabinet. 

Main lines of the revised plan were 
authoritatively reported to be: 


1. An Ethiopian outlet to the sea 
through the port of Assab, Eritrea. 

2. Tigre province to be giyen to 
Italy with the exception of the holy 
city of Aksum and a strip of land 
linking it to Ethiopia proper. 

3. The Ogaden and Danakil country 
in the southeast to be transferred to 
Italy. 

4. A zone of colonization under an 
Italian chartered company to be estab- 
lished in the trerritory eight degrees 
north latitude to 36 degrees’ east 
longitude. 

5. A treaty of administrative and 
financial assistance to be drawn up 
between Ethiopia and the League of 
Nations. 

Revision of the program was made 
following attacks upon it in the Brit- 
ish house of commons and reports of 
disapproval even by British cabinet 
members. 

Sir Robert Van Sittart, British 
undersecretary for foreign affairs, who 
collaborated with Premier Laval and 
Sir Samuel Hoare. British foreign 
secretary, declared: 

“We are absolutely in accord as we 
were Sunday night. The only things 
disturbing the situation are wild ru- 
mors concerning the plan. The vast 
majority of them are absurd. 

He made the statement after a 40- 
minute talk with Laval, in which the 
British ambassador, Sir George Rus- 
sell Clerk, also joined. 

The French foreign office issued a 
‘statement calling false reports that

Mussolini Silent. 

Mussolini’s stand on the peace plan 
remained a mystery. He may have re- 
ceived all details through his ambassa- 
dors to Paris and London, but he did 
not look at the official proposal. All 
Ialian officials refused comment. 

The premier has never told his peo- 
ple what territory in Ethiopia he 
wanted, but unofficial sources said he 
wants a broad band connecting Eri- 
trea and Somaliland and the disarma- 
ment of the remainder of Haile Selas- 
sie’s kingdom. 

Unofficial reports were that’ the 
Franco-British plan had encountered 
these three objections: 

1. The return to Ethiopia of the 
holy city of Aksum, which Italy has 
annexed in Tigre province. 

2. The failure to connect Eritrea 
and Somaliland. 

3, Granting a free port to Ethiopia 
would loosen Italy’s hold on the coun- 
try and enable Addis Ababa to import 
unlimited arms. 

Favorable Factors. 

Favorable points, as seen in unof- 
ficial circles, included: 

Italy would get much territory, 
in the form of a “nuteracker, which 
might “close” some day. 

2. Police and economic control of 
the lake region south of Addis Ababa 
would suffice commercially and might 
later be transformed into a firmer 
hold. 

3. Italy would redeem her place in 
the three-power front (with Britain 
and France) and would have proved 
her ability to act with 52 ations 
against her. 

In informed circles it was said I 
Duce is awaiting a “best offer’ from 
London and Paris. Meanwhile, he is 
pressing the fighting in Africa and the 
strenuous drive at home to defeat the 
purpose of the League sanctions. 


NO BENEFIT IS HELD 
FOR MUSSOLINI TO QUIT 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(4)— 
Aside from the breadth of territory 
to be acquired, Italy probably would 
gain little in accepting a reported 
Franco-British suggestion that she be 
ceded the southeastern portion of 
Ethiopia. 

The National Geographic Society 
today described the area, which in- 
cludes most of Ogaden province, as 
“one of the least explored and most 
remote regions of Ethiopia, fhuch of 
it a semi-desert.” 

A range of high mountains rune 
northeastward through the western 
edge of the territory. comprising Aa 
rough region, which is of little eco- 
nomic importance. Southeast of this 
range of mountains is a vast water- 
less plateau covered with tall grass 
and scrub. 

The principal products are coffee, 
cotton, corn, wheat, barley and some 
sugar cane. The region’s principal ex- 
port crop is coffee. 

The region in which placer gold 
mines and some platinum deposits oc- 
cur is found far to the north and west 
in the Wallega district. 

Few white men have ever pene- 
trated the Ogaden area, the society 
said. It is populated by the Somali 
and Galla tribes, herdsmen and farm- 
ers who live a primitive and precari- 
ous existence, Further to the north 
is Harar, one of the principal cities 
of Ethiopia, which contains a popu- 
lation of about 40,000 people, and 
maintains in its customs and habits 
the atmosphere of the middle ages, 
the society declares.

After 10 Mute Years 


DUBLIN, Ga., Dec. 10.—(4#)— 
| After 10 mute years in a Philadel- 
| phia hospital, little Jean Ellington 
| is learning to talk again, and is 

looking forward to the happiest 
| Christmas she has ever had. 

Jean, now 12 years old, came back 
home last summer, started to school 
in September and is one of the 
brightest youngsters in her neigh- 
borhood. 

“Jean’s voice is not very strong 
but has improved a lot since she 
came home and we can understand 
her much better,” her sister says.

TIFTON, Ga., Dec. 10.—(7)—De- 
claring that there was “hardly a ves- 
tige of truth” in an address made 
cently by Governor Talmadge, Con- 
gressman E. EB.

WALLACE FORECASTS 


AMPLE FOOD SUPPLY 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—(4)— 


An ample supply of food for the na- 
tion during the current crop year was 
forecast today by Secretary Wallace. 

“The supply of most food crops,” 
Wallace said in his annual report, “is 
fully adequate, certain classes of 
wheat being the only exception. There 
are rather large crops of rye, .beans, 
potatoe- sweep potatoes and sugar 
beets. 

“Potato production is about aver- 
age; the production of buckwheat and 
rice, though below normal, is suffi- 
cient; we have average fruit crops 
rather evenly distributed, except that 
citrus production is light in the Guilt 
states; the production of vegetables 
for canning is-close to or above pre- 
vious records, and supplies of market 
vegetables and truck crops are mod- 
erately heavy in some areas and ex- 
cessive in others. 

“Dairy production this year was 
substantially greater than in 1934.”

Watching each other’s move, the 
'Red Sox and Tigers announced their 
deals in rapid fire succession at the 
big major league player mart which 
sizzled with action and rumors. 

First, the Red Sox, backed by the 
'most lavish spender baseball ever has 
-knowr in Tom Yawkey, revealed that 
| Foxx and Pitcher Johnny Mar*um had 
been obtained from Philadelphia for 
| Pitcher Gordon “‘Dusty’’ Rhodes: and 
'Rookie Catcher George Savino and 
cash, estimated at $150,000. Shortly 
thereafter, rushing into a huddle 
with information of the big deal, the 
Tigers announced they had purchased 
Simmons for $75,000 in cash with no 
players attached as bait. Thus, two 
deals involving approximately $225,- 
000 in cash were announced as a start- 
'er of a winter trading, selling and 
|buying season that promises to sur- 
pass all previous records for a turn- 
over of dollars and talent. 

QUINN TAKES “ORPHANS.” 

Meanwhile, the National league 
turned active control of its “orphan,” 
the Boston Braves, to Robert Quinn, 
retiring general manager of the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers. Under the new organi- 
zation plans, Quinn will serve as pres- 
ident and general manager for the club 
stockholders.

Two victories by the armies of Ras 
Seyoum, former Governor of Tigre 
province, were reporetd won in the 
northern area last week. 

An official communique said Se- 
youm’s warriors scattered Italian ad- 
vance encampments at Kalhabile De- 
cember 2 and at Menagar the follow- 
ing day. Nine Italians were left dead 
on the battlefields, the communique 
continued, and a number of rifles 
were captured. 

“Fifty soldiers from the personal 
bodyguard of the traitor Haile Selas- 
sie Gugsa (son-in-law of the emperor) 
joined the Ethiopia side December 8,” 
the government added.

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Little Girl in 1860 Costume 
Adorns Red Cross Christmas Seals 


By Sally Forth. 


LITTLE girl dressed in the costume of 1860 is the central figure 
on the 1935 Christmas Red Cross tuberculosis seals, and quite 
a charming story lies behind the design, which harks back to the days 


when mail deliveries by government carriers were inaugurated. 


The 


red double-barred cross at the right of the figure is the Red Cross sym- 
bal, and the artist designed the little girl in the act of posting a letter 
in the box exactly like the first mail boxes set up by the Postoffice 


Department. 


This was the period in 1860 when the so-called charity or ‘‘sani- 
tary fair’ stamps preceded the use of tuberculosis seals, and were de- 
Signed especially to finance releif work among Civil War soldiers. The 
use of the stamps in 1860 was confined largely to local transmission 
of a real or fictitious letter directed to someone who called at the 


“‘postoffice’ established within 
the fair. It was the custom to 
have several young women back 
of the postoffice partition who 
would promptly write a letter to 
any caller for whom there was no 
letter ready for delivery. 

The purpose behind this was 
to stimulate the sale of charity 
Stamps, just as the purpose be- 
hind the use of the present-day 
Red Cross seal is to help finance 
the work of tuberculosis control 
in city, village and farm from one 
end of the country to the other. 


The attractive 1935 seals will 
adorn Christmas packages, greet- 
ing cards, and letters, with some 
being affixed to the address side, 
and others will be placed on the 
back. Yuletide colors embodied 
in the attractive old-fashioned de- 
Sign will add cheer to the mis- 
Sives and produce a revenue with 
which to fight tuberculosis.

Corn, oats and rye sympathized with 
wheat strength. Receipts of corn 
lacked volume. Colder weather was 
regarded as likely to increase demand.

United textile workers officials 
promised co-operation to the govern- 
ment in efforts to improve labor and 
management relations, but concluded 
that congress alone could regulate 
their industry. 

Their attitude toward the Berry 
conference was expressed by William 
A. Kelley, a vice president. who com- 
mented: 

“How can we sit around the table 
and discuss co-operation if manage- 
ment won’t meet with us?” 

Fail to Attend, 

The Cotton Textile. Institute de- 
lined to attend the conference, called 
by Major George L. Berry, federal 
co-ordinator of industrial co-operation, 
Manufacturers of yarn and textile fab- 
rics rejected Berry’s proposal, and 
other industry divisions were without 
official representation. 

The yarn and textile manufacturers 
reported their opinion that: 

The solution of unemployment was 
not to be found in legislation nor ad- 
ditional government regulation: en- 
tire responsibility for unemployment 
did not rest upon industry; increased 
employment depended on expanded 
business activity, and removal of the 
threat of hostile industrial regulation 
was essential to restore confidence, 

The report recommended the govern- 
ment aid the industry by encouraging 
development of new markets, provid- 
ing adequate tariff protection and 
protecting industry against unfair 
and unprovoked labor conflicts. 

Thomas F. McMahon said the Unit- 
ed Textile Workers, of which he is 
resident, already had begun a drive 
or enactment of the national textile 
bill, introduced by Representative E!- 
lenbogen, democrat, Pennsylvania, 
which would fix wages and hours, and 
otherwise regulate labor conditions in 
the industry. He asserted textile em- 
ployers were influenced by “bankers 
and the big public utilities.” 

Chairman Connery, democrat, Mas- 
sachusetts, of the house labor commit- 
tee, has promised hearings on the bill 
at the next session. 

McMahon said ~ other legislation 
would be sought, including protection 
for American textile workers against 
a goods produced with low-cost 
abor.

MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 10.—(2)—Hard.- 
flying army birdmen, worn by 10 
strenuous days of mimic warfare, to- 
day worked the final tactieal problem 
set for them by GHQ and prepared 
to join with hundreds of other fliers 
in Miami’s annual air show.

11 PASSENGERS KILLED 


AS AIRLINER CRASHES 


TATSFIELD, KENT, England, 
Dec. 10.—(#)—A Belgian airliner, its 
wings coated with ice, crashed in a 
valley today and 11 persons were kill- 
ed in one of the wédrst civil air disas- 
ters ever to occur in Great Britain. 

The craft, forced low by the ice 
formations, struck the top of a hill, 
zigzagged into the valley and crashed 
with terrific force. 

A villager who rushed to the scene 
said, “everything was smashed to 
pieces. The bodies were terribly mu- 
tilated.”” The only woman passenger, 
a German, was decapitated. 

Seven of the victims were passen- 
gers and four were members of the 
crew. The plane was flying to Lon- 
don from Brussels after crossing the 
English Channel, battling rain and a 
high wind. 

One of the two or three Britons 
killed was Captain Sir John Valen- 
tine Carden, 43, a well-known design- 
er of airplane engines which bear his 
name. Asa technical director of Vick- 
ers-Armstrong, Ltd., he designed many 
British army tanks. 

Four passengers, including the wom- 
an, were Germans. At least two, 
possibly three were British. The plane 
was operated by the Sabena Airline 
of Belgium.
